No. 2684-TC.— In pursuance of section 32 of the 
Indian Railways Act, 1890 (IX of 1890), the Central 
Government hereby fixes the following charges for 
loads in excess of the marked carrying capacity of the 
Bombay Port Trust Railway's wagons used in local 
booking only: — 

(a) Goods traffic of all description (except ores 
consigned to the Docks and Scrap iron ). — 
Rs. 1-8-0 per ton or part of a ton at owner’s 
risk and Rs. 2-4-0 per ton or part of a ton 
at Railway risk on excess weight upto 3 tons 
per 4-wheeled wagon and 6 tons per bogle 
wagon over the marked carrying capacity of 
the respective wagons. The weights in excess 
of these limits will be rejected. 

(b) Ores traffic consigned to Docks in wagon 
loads. — Rs. 1-8-0 per ton or part of a ton at 
owner’s risk and Rs. 2-4-0 per ton or part of 
a ton at Railway risk on weight in excess of 
the marked carrying capacity of a four-wheel- 
ed wagon, namely 20 tons or 23 tons as the 
case may be. The weight in excess of these 
limits will be rejected. 

(c) Scrap iron in wagon loads . — Rs. 1-8-0 per ton 
or part of a ton at owner’s risk and Rs. 2-4-0 
per ton or part of a ton at Railway risk on 
excess weights upto a limit of 3 tons per four- 
wheeled wagon and 6 tons per bogie wagon 
over the marked carrying capacity of 20, 23 or 
40 tons as the case may b£. The weights in 
excess of these limits will be rejected. 


Note. — The charges under items (b) and (c) above 
will be made oh the completion of each shipment.
